The procession was an imposlag one, 
and the bright sunshine lent it addi- 
tional attraction, Tho three band wagons 
shone with glittering brilliancy, and the 
othors were in kooping, but on a smaller 
scale, The herds of elophants and camels 
and onalvacade of handsome blooded horses 
were fino specimens of their respective 
species, and the boys found delight in 
trimming close to the clowns and don- 
keys. In the company of knights and 
cavaliers, with their wit ttf costumes, tho 
public had an opportunity to see the 
strength of tho array of artists who would 
contribute to the ring performances, 

Many wont early to seo the menagerie, 
which is ono of the finest extant, and ono 
of the most valuable collections from the 
animal kingdom evor placed before tho 
public. When the time came for the oir- 
cus porformance to commence thoro was 
scarcely a vacant seat under tho immense 
spread of canvas, and itis claimed that 
8,000 people can be accommodated com- 
fortably. Tho three shows were given as 
advertised, and the audience had more 
than they could do to tako in all that the 
programme gave, Thoy were, however, 
satisfied with what they got. 

At night it was a jam. Tho crowd 
was immenso, oxceoding anything of the 
kind evor seen hero before. All of tho 
available space within the tent was 
brought into requisition, and to get rid of 
the ‘‘standers’’ canvas was spread on tho 
ground, whero bro date men and boys 
took up positions. The entertainment was 
first class in every respect, and of such a 
variety as not to weary or become tedious. 
The Majiltons in their novelties and La 
Martine Brothors, performing their acro- 
batic foats in full evening dress, wero ox- 
cellent. A feature of the evoning 
was “the only Kabowls,” who turns 
& somorsault from the top of eight tables 
piled one above the other, making a 
change of costume in the descent, One 
of the most interesting acts was that by 
the trick clown elephants, “Sullivan” and 
“Picaninny.’’ The former showed him- 
self quite an exponent of the manly art, 
and knocked “Eph” Thompson out and 
then turned him over.
